can afford to drop four points and 


still bag a record number. 
The feat is possible, No club, 
since the Isthmian League was 


formed in 1905, has gone through 
the season with fewer than three 
defeats, and here, again, Enfield 
have an outside chance of a record, 
Just study the tigures:
